Hill and Harriman Lines Hard Hit. 

But in the groups of railroad issues the Hil! 
shares take the lead in market value losses. 

Great Northern, Northern Pacific, and the 
ore certificates of the Great Northern show a 
total shrinkage, high and low prices com- 
pared, of $229, 171,000. 

Chicago, Minneapolis, St. Paul, and St. 
Louis furnish rich men with heavy losses in 
these Hill stocks. A few Chicagoans were 
especially heavy losers, and among others 
the former Gates following was conspicuous. 
James J. Hill knew that his roads were earn- 
ing much money, that times were good, and 
the outlook promising. Therefore there was 
much buying of Hill stocks and price boost- 
ing by coteries of speculators in the shares. 
A shrinkage of $229,000,000 in market value 
stands as the monument of the wisdom of 
buying those Hill securities. 

Mr. Harriman and his two railroads, South- 
ern Pacific and Union Pacific, made a hand- 
some total shrinkage of $1091,562,000, high and 
low prices compared. Union Pacific declined 
62% points, meanwhile paying 10 per cent 
dividend. 

Other “Good Ones“ Suffer. 

Stockholders of the Atchison railroad got 
off with a loss of $37,000,000, while Balti- 
more and Ohio shareholders have witnessed 
a shrinkage of $36,700,000. 

The preferred and common stocks of the 
United States Steel corporation are widely 
distributed. The extreme shrinkage in the 
two issues amounted to over $155,000,000. The 
loss in points, however, was not so great, 
being 19 om the common and 16% on the 
preferred. 

The Standard Oil company shareholders 
experienced a severe jolt, with a shrinkage 
of $68,810,000. The Amalgamated Copper 
company, which is owned by Standard Oil 
interests, lost in market value something 
over $66,500,000. 

Pullman company shares had a modest de- 
cline of $31,185,000, while Pennsylvania rail- 
road stock, a standard security, lost in mar- 
ket value $85,000,000. New York Central 
railroad stock declined $47,000,000. And thus 
the losses run through the list. 

No Apparent Reason for Decline. 

The heaviest declines were made on March 
18, 14, March 20, and 25. But the big fall 
in prices came March 13 and March 2. 

With no apparent reason the market forall 
these securities began to sell lower on 
March 13. As the prices declined, persons 
who had money borrowed, with the stocks 
as collateral security, were forced to pay 
their loans. They could only pay their loans 
by selling the stocks at the best price they 
could get. Then when people who wanted to 
buy saw the sellers were in a panic, they 
held off, waiting for lower prices, and thus 
prevented the market receiving any sup- 
port. The result was an absolute wiping out 
of fortunes ranging from $1,000,000 to §10,- 
000,000. 

Rail Laws Stop Recovery. 

That there has been no better recovery 
from the low prices than now obtains can be 
said to be due to the shock given security 
holders by railroad legislation in the differ- 
ent states and by the general feeling against 
corporations. 

The men in New York who make and 
manipulate markets for securities have been 
the most greatly disturbed by the events 
mentioned, and consequently have been 
wanting the courage, and also the means, to 
advance the price of their stocks 

In the appended list of rafiroad and indue- 
trial stocks the railroads show a shrinkage 
of $1,361,505,000, while the industrial list pro- 
sented shrunk $609,991,000. 

The previous fall in securities was in 1903. 
Then the shrinkage compared with the high 
prices of the previous year was $1,766, 799,000. 
The sbrinkage of stocks for 1907, covering 
substantially the same list as for 1903, shows 
a loss, therefore, of 5204, 097, 000 greater than 
was shown on the occasion of the last pre- 


vious panic.

GIRL’S STORY BALKS STATE. 


Virginia Magistrate Refuses to Allow 
Attack on Her Recital. 


Houston, Va., June 29.—[Speclal.I— The 
„ unwrittem law,“ invoked by a man whose 
mind was crazed by eight years of continual 
drunkenness, was vindicated today. The 
jury in the Loving case, after only one ballot, 
freed the man who shot Theodore Estes for 
an alleged attack on his daughter. 


It was claimed that Estes constantly car- Pp 


ried a bottle of whisky, and that while driv- 
ing with Elizabeth Loving April 21 last he 
gave her enough liquor to stupefy her and 
then mistreated her. In this connection it 
has been hinted that thé girl was familiar 
with the taste of whisky. On the witness 
stand she testified that one of the drinks she 
took that April afternoon tasted queer. 


Trial Lasts Six Days. 

The hearing in the case was begun on Mon- 
day. Yesterday and today were devoted to 
argument by counsel. 

The state was precluded by the court from 
attacking the truth of Elizabeth'’sstory as 
she said she told it to her father the day he 
killed Estes. In this they lost their chief 
weapon, for it is said young Estes’ family 
were in pogition to discredit the girl’s recital 
of ruin. 

Unable to contradict the daughter’s testi- 
mony, the prosecution sought to show that 
Loving acted after deliberation, thus making 


the deed murder. 

The defense devoted its arguments to the 
diseaged mind of the prisoner and the effect 
upon it of the story told him by his daughter. 
The slayer’s attorneys appealed to the jury 
asa jury of Virginia gentlemen, who would 
not put the felon’s stripe on a Virginia gen- 
tleman.”’ 

They dwelt on the sanctity of the home 
and the duty of the self-respecting head of a 
family to preserve its sacredness. 


Jury Obeys “Unwritten Law.” 

Judge Barksdale refused to instruct the jury 
that the unwritten code had no place in 
the state’s jurisprudence and within fifteen 
minutes after the jury returned they had 
unanimously decided on a verdict of acquit- 
tal. F 
Foreman McCraw said that when in the 
jury room he requested all who favored ac- 
quittal of the defendant to hold up their right 
hands every hand promptly went up. 

When asked what the basis of the 8 
was he said insanity.“ and added that he 
and other members of the jury believed that 
Judge Loving was out of his mind at the 
time he killed young Hates. The stress, he 
said, had been brought on by the story told 
him by his daughter. 

Despite the court’s warning friends of the 
slayer applauded the verdict when read. 

The Estes faction regret the acquittal, not 
because of any spirit of vindictiveness, but 
because it imputes the guilt of their slain 
relative. They are preparing a statement 
of what they claim are the facts in the af- 


fair. 
Girl Is Happy Again. 

Elizabeth Loving has entirely regained her 
Hght heartedness. When she told her story 
in court she was arrayed in somber black and 
was swayed by her emotions. Since then her 
happy mood has returned, her garb has been 
that of a care free girl, and she has been the 
life of the hotel where her family has stopped 
during the trial. 

She will soon leave the state for a visit to 


friends. 


| DISASTER To FRENCH NAVY; 


60 MEN KILLED OR DROWNED. 


Collision Between a Battleship and a 
Torpedo Boat Destroyer Reported in 
the Mediterranean: eC | 


TOULON, June 29.—It is reported tonight 
that during the voyage ofa French squadron 
bound from Marseilles the battleship Jauré- 
gulberry collided with the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Dard, which was sunk, and that 
sixty men were killed or drowned The mari- 
time prefecture declines to give out any in- 
formation in the way of confirmation or de- 
mial of the report. 

Admiral Foy, in charge of the prefecture, 
had received no news of the accident up to 
the time he left his office at 6 p. m.

Retaining Wall of Pool Fallse—Lad Car- 
ried 150 Feet by Pressure of 100,000 
Gallons of Water. 


St. Louis, June 29.—Driven by a pressure 
of 100,000 gallons of water, Joe Dewitt, a boy, 
was swept from the basin of a swimming 
pool in Greenwood yesterday when a retain- 
ing wall of the pool collapsed and carried 
150 feet through a sewer drain into the river 
Des Peres, and then cast upon the bank, 
bleeding and exhausted. 

While a number of boys were in the pool 
a retaining wall at the deepest section sud- 
denly collapsed. Dewitt was immediately 
under the wall, and. seeing his danger, dived 
to the bottom. The breaking wall opened the 
sewer drain and he was swept through. 

Almost drowned, and the skin torn from 
hie back in shreds by the grating particles 
of cement driven by the force of water, he 
was carried through the drain into the river 
and his body cast upon the bank. He will 
recover from his injuries.

DRIVERS’ TIEUP COMPLETE. 


If Barge Men Quit, Supply Stops; Gar- 
bage Settlement Fails. 


New York, June 29.—[Special.]—The ice 
famine, which began suddenly with the strike 
of 2,000 drivers employed by the American 
Ice company early yesterday morning, fs 
growing worse hourly and the city, In bad 
temper, faces an iceless Sunday. 

The army of strikere was augmented to- 
day by another 1,000 men, who walked out in 
the upper part of the city. This practically 
ties up the American Ice company and en- 
tirely shuts off the ice supply from about 00 
per cent of the population in the districts that 
are affected. The company is not delivering 
a pound of ice in Manhattan, the Bronx, and 
parts of Brooklyn and Queens, according to 
the announcement made by the strike lead- 
ers. This includes all of Greater New York, 
except Staten island. 


Will Tie Up Ice Barges. 

To make the situation still worse there is 
reason to believe that unless President Oler 
of the American Ice company surrenders 
within the next few hours and makes con- 
cessione to bring about peace every one of 
the hundreds of men who handle ice on the 
barges that deliver it to the company’s 
depots will walk out. 

The immediate effect of this would be to 
cut off entirely the ice supply, not only of 
the trust but the independent dealers as 
well. In that case every householder in the 
city will be without ice until peace comes, 
and great suffering will be entailed. 

A few of the barge men and handlers at the 
fee docks quit work today out of sympathy 
for the striking drivers. A desperate effort 
will be made tomorrow to break the strike 
with nonunlonists. 

The strikers have volunteered to see that 
all hospitals and charitable institutions get 
a plentiful supply every day until the strug- 
gle ends if the company’s officials will give 
them wagons for that philanthropic purpose. 


Garbage Conference Futile. 

An attempt to settle the strike of the gar- 
bage collectors by arbitration failed tonight. 
A committee of the srikers held a two hours’ 
conference with Street Cleaning Commis- 
sioner Craven, but were unable to reach any 
agreement. By action of the civil service 
law, the men who have failed to report for 
five days are no longer in the employ of the 
city. 

The health department took heroic meas- 
ures today to clean the streets of tae plles ot 
filth and garbage which have accumulated, 
There were 270 carts busy all day. 

Police Commissioner Bingham has ordered 
the entire police force on reserve and is de- 
termined to protect the drivers. There were 
a number of clashes between strikers and 
strike breakers during the day and night, 
and many of the strike breaker» were induced 
to leave their carts because of fear of bodily 
injury. Bricks and stones were thrown at 
cast on the east side. 


Demand the Eight Hour Day. 

The demands made by the men at the con- 
ference with Street Cleaning Commissioner 
Craven were that forty-eight hours should 
constitute a week's work, and that overtime 
should be paid for at 25 cents an hour; that 
no fines be imposed without a hearing, and 
that the system of fines be revised. 

Although conditions, particularly on the 
east side, are bad, Health Commissioner 
Darlington says that there fs, as yet, no dan- 
ger of an epidemic.

LOCAL TELEGRAPHERS INSIST ON 
REINSTATEMENT OF OPERATOR. 


Unless Demand of Chicago Union Is 
Framed in Diplomatic Terms Gen- 
eral Officers of Union Fear Strike 
May Be Precipitated — Grievance 
Committee Determined to Support 
Contention of Man Discharged for 
Alleged Violation of Rules. 


The telegraphers’ strike will be skating on 
thin fee tomorrow. The local union will cal! 
on the Western Union officials in Chicago 
for the immediate reinstatement of William 
W. Main, a union operator, who was dis- 
charged last Friday, and unless the demand 
is drafted diplomatically a serious situation 
is likely to develop. 

While the grievance committee of the 
union last night decided that Main must be 
supported, the members resolved to proceed 
in the matter with modegation. They were 
advised by General Secretary Russell, who. 
with President Small, is conducting the 
operators’ national movement, that any rad- 
ical action would be unfortunate. 


Will Present Case Tomorrow. 


The committee went only so far as to vote 
Main’s protest meritorlous,“ and deter- 
mined to let the grievancn take its regular 
course. This means that tomorrow the West- 
ern Union officials will be waited on and re- 
quested to reinstate the operator. If they 
refuse to comply the matter will revert tothe 
local executive board. Probably it will drag 
along until the meeting of the local next 
Sunday. 

“The situation is delicate,” said Mr. Rus- 
ell. The men are displeased over the dis- 
charge of one of their number and resent it 
as a siap at the union. Much depends upon 
how the committee is treated by the company 
offictals.”’ 

Discharged Man Not a Spy.“ 

As the circumstances of Main's removal 
were given to the grievance committee last 
night, the man was not exactly acting asa 
wre spy for the union, as had beep 
charged. It was asserted he was copying a 
list of nonunion operators in the Oakland 
office, and that he was supposed to have 
been checked off for lunch at the time. 

General Superintendent Cook of the West- 
ern union said yesterday that there were a 
number of charges against Main. He re- 
fused to indicate whether or not the operator 
would be reinstated, but said the committee 
would be received when it called. 


Neill Meets Operators’ Heads. 

M. J. Reidy, J. Sullivan, and 8. J. Konen- 
kamp, the executive committee of the Com- 
mercial Telegraphers’ union, met United 
States Labor Commissioner Charles P Neill 
in New York yesterday and had a talk with 
him on the strike of telegraphers in San 
Francisco. Mr. Neill tried to see President 
Clowry of the Western Union company, but 
Col. Clowry was out of town. Mr. Neill re- 
turned to Washington tonight, but on Mon- 
day will go back to New York to confer with 
Col. Clowry.

Six Inches, Although Some Almost 
Reach Required Mark.

SOUTH SIDE “L” EMPLOYES 
RECEIVE 5 PER CENT RAISE. 


Advance in Wages of 600 Men Said to 
Have Been Voluntary—Art and 
Labor Clash Before Park Board. 


The south side elevated road yesterday an- 
nounced a 8 per cent advance in the wages 
of 600 employés: The increase will affect 
wages paid since June 1. Those affected in- 
clude trainmen, motormen, switchmen, yard- 
men, ticket agents, and car repalrers. The 
action of the company is said to have heen 
voluntary. 

A puzzling problem involving labor and art 
was propounded to members of the west 
park commission by the florists and garden- 
ers’ union. The gardeners want the commis- 
sioners to decide which is the more skilled 
and artistic calling—that of making flower 
plots or driving sprinkling carts. The latter 
employés receive $5 more a month. 

Last April gardeners in all parks were 
given an advance in wages to $65 a month. 
They were satisfied until the teamsters had 
their pay raised to $70. 

Labor men said they had obtained the 
promise of Vice President Charles W. Fair- 
banks to deliver the principal address at the 
July 4 demonstration to be given at River- 
view park under the auspices of the building 
trades unions. 


OAK PARK WOMEN IN MAJORITY. 


Annual Census Shows They Lead Men 
. by 1,209 in Total Adult Popu- 
lation of 16,327. 


The annual census recently taken in Oak 
Park shows a population of 16,327, women 
outnumbering the men by 1.200. The in- 
crease since last year is 1,811. 

As there are 189 vacant houses in Oak Park 
and 44 in the course of construction, it is 
estimated that there will be a population of 
18,000 people by 1908. The negro population 
numbers 106, and there are 16 Chinese. 

The figures include men and women more 
than 21 years old. The school population, be- 
tween the ages of 6 amd 21 years, shows 2,087 
boys and 2,142 girls, a total of 4,229. There 
are 1,665 boys and 1,560 giris less than 6 years 
old.

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DOGIALISTIG LAW FEARED TWAIN REAL U. 8. ENVOY, 


EMPLOYES’ COMPENSATION AOT 
ALARMS ENGLISH PEOPLE. 


Bven Liberals, Who Championed It, 
Now Feel Trepidation — Provides 
That Disabled Workmen and Serv- 
ante Must Be Pensioned by Their 
Empleyers—-Will Preve Cause of 
Endless Litigation—Weak Likely 

te Lese Means of Livelihood. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 
LONDON, June 20.—The new workmen's 


compensation act comes into force on Mon- 


day, after which it will soon begin to make 
ite unwelcome influence felt in nearly every 
home of the united kingdom. It is one of the 
present government's socialistic measures, 
which, to the great regret of many liberals, 
the house of lords passed. 

It was ill considered, ill drafted, and may 
be relied on to prove a fertile source of liti- 
gation. Roughly speaking. every person 
employed at manual labor and all domestic 
servants and persons employed otherwise 
than at manual labor, whose remuneration 
does not exceed $1,250 yearly, come within 
the act. For all accidents to these the em- 
ployers are liable. — 


Employes Must Compensate. 

The compensation for partial or total in- 
capacitation cannot exceed $5 weekly. Sub- 
ject to that limitation the basis of compensa- 
tion will be 50 per cent of the average weekly 
earnings. So long as an employé is incapaci- 
tated the payment goes on. 

When death results from injury the maxi- 
mum compengation is fixed at $1,500, with a 
minimum of $750. Thie goes to “ depen- 
dents — heirs would be a better term 
who include parents, grandparents, husband 
or wife, stepparents, children, stepchildren, 
brothers, sisters, half-brothers, and half- 
sisters. All these relations rank equally 
even if illegitimate. If the employ6é hes no 
dependents the maximum compensation is 
based on medical and funeral expenses. 

But even the table of affinity is of no use 
to an employer. He may be under the im- 
pression he is employing a man without 
relations at a Mability in case of death of 
$50, but if an illegitimate relation, even a 
grandmother, should appear suddenly on the 
scene, the Mability is increased immediately 
to $1,500. 

The domestic servant. who clumsily or 
spitefully cuts off a hand or falls downstairs 
2 compensation as long as inoapaci- 
tated. 


Infirm Will Lose Jobs. 

It is seriously doubted whether the bill will 
prove of real benefit to the working classes. 
It is certain to be disastrous to workers 
whom age or partial infirmity render unsafe 
for employment, and whe are now often 
able to seoure work which they are thorough- 
ly able to perform by reason of the sympathy 
of employers. 

It is equally certain to deter large SH a 
of poorer people from putting honest work in 
the way of their still poorer neighbors. Espe- 
cially will this be the case in thousands of 
households where one domestic servant: is 
employed and where boys and men are occa~- 
sionally but trregularly employed. 

One immediate result of the tmminence of 
the new bill's operation is the enormous press 
of work in the insurance offices. Onedarge 
company, new to the business, is issuing from 
$,000 to 4,000 poticies daily. Another has 
eight clerks employed merely opening letters. 
Extra clerks have been engaged and men 
drafted from other departments to the acol- 
dent section of the offices. Individual house 
keepers are well altve to their responsibility,

LONDON, June 29.—Since the dey of his ar- 
rival Mark Twain has been American ambas- 
sador to England. Washington and the court 
of St. James have had nothing to do with the 
matter. The post has been conferred upon 
Mark by the English people. He nas the qual- 
ities they love to look for in an American, and 
especially in an American ambassador. He 
is famous, he is a man of letters, and he is a 
humorist. In nothing has Whitelaw Reid dis- 
appointed the English public more than his 
lack of humor. As long as Mark Twain re- 
mains here he will be the American envoy in 
the eves of the British public. 

The Saturday Review in an article today 
prompted by the speeches of Augustine Bir- 
rell and Mark Twain at the Pilgrims’ lunch- 
eon on Tuesday shows these feelings plain- 
ly. The Saturday Review ls quite proud that 
“though ‘the reputation of Americans is 
greater than English as after dinner speak- 
ers, Mr. Birrell’s display oértainly was not 
inferior to Twain's. 


England Has a Humorist. 


“It is curious, proceeds the Saturday Re- 
view, that Mr. Birrell has joked himself into 
being the leading liberal politician in Eng- 
land, where jokers usually have been con- 
sidered to be rather handicapped in politics, 
while Mark Twain remains a simple citizen. 
2 If Mark Twain had joked himself into 
the presidency of the United States it would 
have been a similar feat to Birrell's, who 
has been elevated to cabinet rank for a series 
of humorous writings similar to his Pii- 
grime’ club speech. 


Jokes Out Both Ways. 


“One might imagine the career of any 
English humorist with an eye to politics par- 
ticularly promising, but unfortunately, while 
Birrell was joking himself into political dis 
tinction Lord Rosebery, by the exercise of hot 
inferior humorous powers, was joking him- 
self into political extinction.” 

The Saturday Review declares Mark Twain 
has been quite as serious a politician ag Mr. 
Birrell, but» America has not rewarded its 
humorigts as we have ours. Gravity, in spite 
of Mark Twain, has been in the agoendent in 
the United States since Mr. Roosevelt's por. 
tentous solemnity and strenuousness as- 
gerted themselves, and there hag been little 
humor except of an unconscious sort in 
which, however, men of Mr. Roosevelt's type 


abound. 
Prefer Twain to Bryce. 


We have recognized this and have sent 
the dryeet and most unhumorous product of 
the British islands in the person of Mr. Bryce 
to be our ambassador to America. We may 
certainly congratulate ourselves on Mr. Bir- 
rell end Mark Twain being in England, while 
ponderous Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Bryce are 

vith each other in platitudinous sclem- 
nity in the United States.“ 

Thea article concludes: ‘“ Mr. Choate’s de- 
parturs left many of us quite lonely. He 
made a gap which Mr. Whitelaw Reid has 
been unable to fill. We must have an Amer- 
loan citizen on whom to work off our en- 
thustaem and affection for Americans and 
America generally, and we do not often hit 
upon one who is so representative of the de- 
center eide of America as Mark Twain.”

Mahan Advises Caution. 

The delegates read today with the greatest 
interest an article by Capt. Alfred T. Mahan, 
the American authority on naval matters, in 
the forthcoming number of the National Re- 
view in which the writer emphasizes his pre- 
vious warnings against any nation or any 
man abdicating responsibility in issues of 
right and wrong and, therefore, of conscience. 

He points out that no nation can in the 
present state of civilization sign away before- 
hand its power of moral action in undefined 
and unforeseen circumstances, and submit 
to a third party a question, not of interests or 
of facts, but of conscience. It cannot, there- 
fore, rightfully commit itself to such a course 
in advance except for such cases as admit of 
clear definition. 

Mahan urges the careful Umitation and 
definition of the exact functions of the arbi- 
tration tribunal, and argues that such ques- 
tions as that of the Pacific, Russia's need for 
access to the sea, Germany's and Japan's ro- 
quirements of expansions, the case of Cuba, 
and the Monroe doctrine cannot be dealt with 
by arbitration. 


Armaments Are N 

In conclusion he deals with the — of 
armaments and says: 

“Tt ie well that we invoke moral power 
to help heal the evils of the world, as the 
physician bringe it to bear on the itis of the 
body, but few are prepared to rely upon it 
alone. We need material aid as well. 

“The dikes of Holland withstand by di- 
rect opposition the natural mission of the 
North sea to swallow up the land. The 
levees of the Mississippi restrain and guide 
to betterment the course of the mighty cur- 
rent which but for them would waste its 
strength to devastate the sea shores on either 
hand. These two artificial devices repre- 
sent a vast expenditure of time and money 
and energy of unproductive labor, so-called 
but they are cheaper than the flood. 

“The police of our great cities prevent 
outbursts of crime, the fearful possibilities 
of which manifest themselves on happily 
rare occasions when material prevention 
has from any cause lapsed. The police bodies 
are a great expense, but they cost less than 
a few days of anarchy. 

Let us not deceive ourselves by fancying 
that the strong matérial impulaes which drive 
those masses of men whom we style nations 
or races are to be checked or guided, unless 
to the argument of a reasonable contention 
there be given the strong support of organized 
material power. If the organized disappear 
the unorganized will but come into surer and 
more Greadful collision.“ 


Ignore Little Nations. 

The question of how to deal with the great 
body of delegates of the small powers has 
been skillfully managed thus far. They 
are treated with the greatest personal con- 
sideration, but as far as the real business 
is concerned, they are ignored. No other 
course is possible. The serious work of the 
conference is done in private consultations 
between the representatives of the principal 
countries. There may be heartburnings or 
protests later, but thus far no friction has 
arisen. 

Mr. Choate’s great speech in favor of the 
exemption of the mercantile marine from 
seizure in time of war is generally regarded 
as the chief event in the deliberation up to 
date. 6 point most talked about, however, 
is Nelidoff’s significant reply that if Choate’s 
proposal were adopted it would remove one 
of tne principal deterrents of war, for any 
nation having a large mercantile marine 
would hesitate long before risking the ex- 
tinction of her commerce. 


Coreans Cause a Stir. 


Considerable interest was aroused today 
by a protest which a Corean delegation 
sent to all the delegates. It was signed by 
Yi Sang Sul, ex-premier, and three other ex- 
officials. The protest says that the Coreans 
regret that they were unable to attend the 
conference because the Japanese were vio- 
lating their rights and trampling on interna- 
tional law. A Corean delegate, speaking 
today, said: 

“The Japanese are behaving in Corea like 
savages. They are committing all kinds of 
barbarities, especially against the women. 
We intend to go to America to appeal to the 
generosity of that noble country for help.“

First—All persons who served in any war of the 
United States, the confederate states, or the state 
of Georgia. 

Second—Their lawful descendants. 

Third—aAll persons of good character who under- 
stand the duties and obligations of citizenship; or, 

Fourth—Can read and write correctly in English 
any paragraph of the federal or state constitution. 

Fifth—Owners of forty acres of land, on which 
they Ive; or, 

Sixth—Owners of $500 worth of taxable property 
in the state. 

Wants Railroads Regulated. 

He advocated increased power for the state 
railroad commission, and urged that the 
courts should not interfere with the work 
of the commission by temporary restraining 
orders.

Receiver Finds Marquette Mu- 
tual a Shell, a Mere Busi- 
ness Pretense. 


NO DEATH RESERVE FUND 


Expenditures Mainly for Benefit 
of Corporation,“ Made 
Up of Two Men. 


the Marquette Mutual Life Insurance com- 
pany of Chicago, which the state insurance 
department on Friday forced to suspend busi- 
ness, began to size up the concern yester- 
day he found it a mere shell, a bare frame- 
work of a corporation, a bare pretense of a 
beneficiary organization. 

With less than three years of invalid life to 
its discredit, it had $1,180,000 in risks on 
its books and assets of $589 in cash, severa! 
notes apparently without any security to a 
face value of $2,500, and office furniture worth 
$500 three years ago. No record of any 
mortuary reserve fund appeared, although 
several death claims are pending. 

In the twenty-seven months prior to June 1 
the business showed the receipts only $122 
more than the expenditures. The former 
were $27,828 and the latter $27,706, and of 
that amount only $485.57 was paid in death 
losses. 

Where Haw the $27,706 Gone? 

The fate of the $27,706 is surrounded by 
such a tangle that the receiver as yet has 
been unable to determine where it went, but 
by far the greater part went to the corpora- 
tion,” which, so far as can be determined,

TATED KILLING OF WOMAN. 


Says He Bought Gun Long Since to 
lar Mrs. Molesworth, buat “Lost 
Nerve” Before—Admits the Crime 
While Police Station Cell 
Thomas Jones, Second Victim, 
Makes Statement While 
Critically Wounded.

Cecil Gibson, held at the Englewood po- 
lice station for the murder of Mrs. May 
Molesworth, told the police yesterday that he 
had carried a revolver for two years with 
the intention of killing the woman. 

Once I laid the gun away, he said, be- 
cause I got cold feet. But I got it out again. 

That jealousy was the cause of the sioot- 
ing was not denied by Gibson. He said 
Mrs. Molesworth had broken an engagement 
with him twice in the last two years at the 
solicitation of Jones and he was determing? 
to kill her. 

Thomas Jones, the man who attacked and 
held Gibson after the latter had killed Mrs. 
Molesworth, regained consciousness suffi- 
ciently to make an ante-mortem statement. 
He corroborated the statement of the slay- 
ing which the police had obtained on the 
nigtit before. His wounds have been found 
dangerous and the man may not live. 

Gibson made his statement after a day of 
urging. He refused in the morning to say 
anything, but later in the day he admitted 
that he was guilty. 

am guilty, that’s all. I haven't a thing 
to say about myself or any one else,“ Gib- 
son declared. 

“I bought a revolver two years ggo for 
the purpose of killing her. I carried it 
around for several days, but I lost my nerve 
and decided to pass it up,” Gibson said. 
“During the two years or more that I have 
known her we were engaged to be married 
twice. She turned me down each time to 
eblige Jones.” 

Jones Tells of Struggle. 

Jones said he was born in England and had 
lived at Mrs. Molesworth's house since 1904. 

„ arrived home at about 11:30 p. m.,“ he 
said. “TI went to bed about twenty minutes 
thereafter. I heard scuffiing in the next room, 


‘occupied by Mra Molesworth and her son, 


John, and then a shot. I got up out ot bed 
and went to the next room. | 

“The fret thing 1 saw when I entered the 
room was the flash of a revolver and saw 
Mrs. Molesworth fall to the floor. I looked 
at the man who fired the shot and recog- 
nized him as Cecil Gibson, who formerly 
boarded with Mrs. Molesworth. I grabbed 
him He, Gibson, kept on firing. I succeed- 
ed in getting the revolver from him and threw 
him to the floor. While we were laying on 
the floor I called for Mr. Kelly to call the 
police.” After waiting for about five minutes 
I let go of Gibson, went to Cooband’s drug 
store, located at the corner of Normal ave- 
nue and Sixty-third street, and asked the 
clerk to call for the police and ambulance. 
J walked back to the house and waited a few 
minutes until the police came.” 

Find Husband Was Suicide. 

The police learned shortly after the mur- 
der that Jacob Molesworth, husband of the 
murdered woman, had committed suicide 
more than two years ago in Baltimore, their 


former home, by shooting. 

The inquest over Mrs. Molesworth’s body 
was begun by Deputy Coroner H. T. Hart- 
ney and was continued to July 6 peeding 
the outcome of Jones’. wound.

the growth and activity of bacillus and re- 
sulting lockjaw. 

Keep all suclywounds open to the air until 
dressed by the doctor.“

Millions of Dollars’ Worth of Timber 
on Lake Superior North Shore 
m Danger.

of the larger varieties of looms. The mill 
empl¥yed approximately 1,200. people. 
these at least half or possibly a little more 
were women. The great majority of them 
worked in a din which is almost inconcelv- 
able. . 

The rattle of the spindles is bad enough, 
but the clash of the thousands of power 
looms simply defies all attempt at under- 
standing the explanations of one’s guide. It 
is a terrible place to work in eo far as noise 
is concerned, but in other respects it is by 
no means bad. 

The mill 1s absolutely protected from fire. 
It fs built of granite, four or five stories 
high, and covers an immenes area in several 
different sections. The ventilation is far 
and away better than I had imagined would 
be the case. The process of cotton spinning 
and weaving has been reduced to such an 
exact science that there is little or no cotton 
dust flying in the air. My visit was on a blaz- 
ing June day and yet by an actual test of 
the thermometer the weaving room was cool- 
er than outdoors. The ceilings were high, 
the windows were abundant and clean, and 
the health of the employés, except for the in- 
cessant toil, due to the inevitable piece sys- 
tem, seemed to he amply éafeguarded. 

Strain Is Terrific. 

They don't idle much, these girls in the 
cotton mills. The spindles and the looms run 
on remorselessiy. They can be stopped 
readily. of course, but it isn't the fashion to 
rest, no matter how tired the operative may 
be. It is assumed that if the machinery is 
stopped it is for some defect of a serious char- 
acter, and not merely that the girl is played 
out and wants a few minutes to rest her ach- 
ing hands, and tired feet, and nervous eyes. 

The strain is terrific. The machinery is 
made to move at a killing pace, and the rate 
of pay is adjusted, of course, in such a way 
that the operative, whether male or female, 
can earn but little unless she is at the post 
of duty fully equipped for work every minute 
of every day. 

It is by reason of this high pressure sys- 
tem that the particular mill I was looking 
over is enabled to produce nowadays an aver- 
age of about 21,000,000 yards of cloth in a 
year. Just as an indication of the centraliza- 
tion of the cotton spinning in this one town, it 
may be as well to say that there are one- 
third as many spindles in Fall River alone 
as there are in all of the southern states put 
together. 

Taking this particular mill as a basis, its 
weekly pay roll is $8,800, while its list of em- 
ployés foots up 1.200. This means an aver- 
age weekly income per man, woman, and 
child of approximately $7.50. There are a 
good many beginners, including girls 15 years 
and over, who do not earn more than $8.50 or 
$4 per week. There are a great many others, 
beth men and women, who earn $15 and $18 
a week. There are more small wage earners 
among the women than among the men, aca 
matter of course. An average of $7 to $8 a 
week for the women might not be an unfair 
one, although it is by no means technical or 
official, as the mill managers were not asked 
for Information on this delicate subject. 


Girls Earn Eight Cents an Hour. 

According: to a compilation prepared by 
the United States labor bureau, which dates 
back a few years only, the oc ane wages 
of the female spinmers in the cotton mills 
represented an average of a trifle over 8 
cents an hour. On a basis of ten hours a 
day this means an average of 80 cents a day 
or $4.80 per week. 

The same authority reduced the wages of 
the female weavers to a little over 12% cents 
an hour, which would give them $1.25 a day 
or $7.50 per week, which is just at the aver- 
age obtained by dividing the total pay roll 
by the total number of employés. The good 
female spinners and. weavers make more 
money and the poor ones less. The experts 
will run up to double the average, but they 
are few in number. 

The cotton mill girl's life ie not altogether 
a thing to be envied, but she looks well cared 
for and after hours is weil dressed. Most of 
the big mills make a practice of securing 
their operatives as far as possible from those 
who live in the immediate. vicinity rather 
than from the class which prefers to abide 
in the crowded tenement districts of the 
main cities. The superintendents find that 
the girls who live in the outskirts are more 
attentive to the work, more regular, and 
more apt to make good wages than the truly 
city bred girl.

Take Charge of All Lake 
End Traffle. 


HOUSES OF FIFTY SEIZED. 


Owners Forced to Vacaté and 
Later Seek Redress in 
. the Courts. 


Details of a plan of the United States Steel 
corporation to control railway traffic along 
the entire lake shore between Chicago and 
Gary came to light in Indiana Harbor yester- 
day, when peremptory notices were given for 
the vacation of fifty houses in the heart of 
Indiana Harbor. In a deal involving $250,000 
the steeb trust has bought from the Bast Chi- 
cago company land bordering on the lake, 
and, in the interest of the Chicago, Lake 
Shore and Eastern railway, has begun pro- 
ceedings to seise the houses of fifty families. 

The tract covers four blocks in Regent 
street and three in Commonwealth avenue. 


Under a law recently passed in Indiana the 


steel trust railway has power to diepossess 
the families at once and adjudicate the dam- 
ages later. Agents of the road are offering 
owners as much as they paid four years ago. 
This offer is being refused by many, as other 
lots in the vicinity now cost twice as much 
as when the houses being seized were built. 

The families refusing settlements will be 
compelled to move at once and seek redress 
in the courts later. i 

Get $3,000 Houses for $600. 

Property owners making settlements with 
the railway are being given chances to buy 
houses which originally cost $8,000 each at 
from $600 to $800, with permission to move 
them to sites in Block and Pennsylvania 
avenues. 

When the railway improvements are com- 
pleted the steel corporation and its subsid- 
iaries will control the entire lakes hore from 
South Chicago to Gary, except a half mile 
in Indiana Harbor, where the new $2,000,000 
blast furnaces of the Inland Steel company 
are being completed. The improvements will 
include moving long stretches of tracks of 
the Baltimore and Ohio and Lake Shore rail- 


ways. 
Defy from Chairman Gary. 

Echoes of the conference in New York be- 
tween Chairman Gary of the United States 
Steel corporation and presidents of Amer- 
ican railroads are being heard. It is said 
Chairman Gary called the executives to- 
gether to tell them the price of rails would 
go higher if they did not stop demanding 
a better rail and attracting public attention 
to the fact the rails were not as good as 
they ought to be. 

Several years ago there was a fight which 
resulted in the price of steel rails going 
down to $17a ton. At the time Andrew Car- 
negie is credited with saying there was 
$3 a ton profit in them at that price. When 
the cost of. manufacture was put up to 
Chairman Gary he is credited with saying 
present rails are the best that can be made 
for $28 a ton. Experts of transportation 
lines say a better rail can be made for the 
same money. In contrast to Chairman 
Gary's statement is the fact the steel cor- 
poration today is selling steel rails in for- 
eign countries in competition with home pro- 
duction at $21 a ton after paying freight 
and duty. They are said to be better rails 
because of the sharp competition which 
they have to meet. 


FEARS EX-WIFE WILL HURT HIM. 


Edgar A. Rossiter, City Civil Engineer,

Former Spouse. 


Edgar. A. Rossiter, a civil engineer em- 
ployed by the city, yesterday appeared before 
Judge Dupuy in the Superior court and asked 
that his former wife, Cora L. Rossiter, 1075 
Washington boulevard, be restrained from 
injuring him. He represented to the court 
that his wife had written letters to Mayor 
Busse and others in an attempt to cause his 
dismissal from the service of the city. Judge 
Dupuy declined to act in the matter.

TUTHILL TO REPLACE MACK

Coney Island Stakes for 3 Year Olds 
at One and One-kaulf Miles at 
Sheepshead Bay Taken by “Lucky 
Jack” McGinnis’ Celt—Great Trial 
Purse Gees to Colin in a Romp, 
While Hot Shot Captures the Open- 
ing Steeplechase. 


New York, June 29.—[Special.]—The new 
American Derby.“ as the recently established 
$25,000 Coney Island stakes for 3 year olds at 
one and one-half miles is called, went to 
Lucky Jack "’ McGinnis’ colt Frank Gill at 
Sheepshead Bay today, Frank Gill ruling, 
with Dan Buhre, at 20tol. Frank Gill just 
walked home. Emil Herze Montgomery, at 
6 to 1, rah second, with the much heralded 
Salvidere, making his first appearance of the 
year, running third, with 15 to 1 against him. 

James R. Keene's Peter Pan, the idolized 
favorite at even money, was badly aten. 
The public @ropped fully $200,000 to his dis- 
comfiture, for the rank and file would take 
nothing else. Peter Pan and Salvidere raced 
themselves into the ground out in front, and 
then Frank Gill came on and won. 

The Coney Island stakes were offered today 
as a means to perpetuate the American Derby 
of Washington park, Chicago. For years the 
western classic was known as the richest 3 
year old special in America, 

Hot Shot, the son of Meddler, which won 
so convireingly earlier in the year that he 
was touted as another good and plenty, was 
a well played 7 to 5 favorite in the opening 
steeplechase. He was outrun and outpaced 
under a listless ride from Ray. Hot Shot 
finishea@ third. The winner was Delcanta, an 
8 to 1 shot, which has been under cover for 
a long while. He went to the front early 
and just breezed most of the way, winning, 
with lots to spare, from Belligerent, at 5 to 1. 
The public dropped fully $50,000 to the books 
on Hot Shot’s fall down. 


Colin Wins Great Trial. 

The $26,000 Great Trial stakes for 2 year 
olée at threewuarters of a mile went 
to James R. Keene. His great colt, 
Colin, a son of Commando—Pastorella, cou- 
pled with Masque at 12 to 5, won in a romp, 
and with Miller looking around at John E. 
Madden’e Meelick at 6 to 1, with Oscar Lew- 
isohn’s Monopolist at 10 to 1 third. The 
owner of the latter recently married Edna 
May, the actress, in London. 

Lady Winnifred showed the way to the 
turn for home where shestopped. After that 
Colin, despite his impost of 129 pounds, went 
into the leadership, and never again was in 
trouble. The race was run in a slight drizzle 
over a dead sticky course. The race was 
worth $20,000 flat to Mr. Keene. The Great 
Trial was first run in 1891 when His High- 
ness won for David Gideon.

VESTROYERS CAN ANNI- 
HILATE FLEETS.

Frenchman Invents a Portable Ocean 
Terror That Can Be Manufactured 
at a Ridiculously Low Figure and 
Can Be Carried Out to Sea and 
Dumped Overboard to Play Havoc 
with the Ships of an Enemy—Ofers 
Them to Small Countries. | 


PARIS, June 20.—A quiet. middle aged man 
Iiving in the Avenue @ Jena, promises to 
revolutionise maritime warfare. That is in- 
deed the ultimate result of the experiments 
and investigations of Count Récopé, a naval 
engineer to whom we owe the development 
of the automobile canoe, or motor boat. 

Count: Récopé has given to his new instru- 
ment of war the name of automobile vedette 
torpedo launcher, and the title expresses 
well its function. 

The torpedo launcher has only one trick, 
but Ine that of the cat in the fable, it is 
gufficient. Though small, the vessel carries 
4 torpedo of the largest size, so that when 
it operates its destructive powers are equa: 
to those of the greatest vessel afloat. 

The ordinary torpdo boats have been hith- 
erto considered admirable for coast defense, 
for in this work their small size is a positive 
advantage: and it is possible to build fifty 
torpedo boats for the price of a cruiser, and 
the crews are proportionately reduced. But 
what the torpedo boat is to the cruiser, such, 
to some extent, is the vedette torpedo launch- 
er to the torpedo boat. 

Hornets at $10,000 Apiece. 

Count Récopé’s vessel costs only $10,000, 
and it requires only two men to handle it. 
For the price of a battleship, therefore, it 
would be possible to construct some 500 of 
these little vessels, and what battleship or 
what fleet of ships could hope to maintain a 
blockade in such a nest of marine hornets, 
each provided with a most deadly sting? 

The two men who form the crew of the 
yedette are not overoceupied. One of them 
devotes his attention entirely to the motor, 
which is a petroleum machine; the other 
steers. and at the proper moment sends the 
torpedo on its mission. 

The great advantage of the petroleum mo- 
tor over steam is that for the same power it is 
much lighter. The motor while in action pro- 
duces neither smoke nor noise, and the vessel 
itself moves lightly on the surface of the 
water, with no wash and with as little as pos- 
sible to attract the attention of the eye or ear. 

If the vedette accomplishes its purpose it 
destroys a fighting machine of the highest 
value. At the worst, if it is sunk, the loss is 
only that of two men and $10,000. 


As Portable Destroyers. 

But Count Récopé has hit upon some- 
thing more ingenius still. These boats 
are so portable that he has been able to 
design a vessel protected like a battleship, 
and having the same size, but which, in- 
stead of carrying the artillery of an ordinary 
battleship, will simply serve as transport 
for fifteen torpedo launches. Its weapons, 
so to speak. will mot be guns but vedettes. 
It will have the same speed as the squadron 
which it will accompany to the scene of the 
battle... Arrived there, it will scatter upon 
the water its fifteen vedettes and they will 
then do their work. 

One cam imagine nothing more terrible 
than, in an engagement between big baitle- 
ships, suddénly to find these microscopic 
but deadly engines darting in and out in 
every direction. The idea is perfectiy feasi- 
ble, because, as Count Récopé pointed out, 
and as can be verified by reference to history, 
there never has been @ great sea fight that 
dia not take place close to the shore. 

Small Boats for Small Countries. 

The speed of the vedette is about seventeen 
knots, which is quite sufficient for its pur- 
pose. The French government has faith in 
the vedette, and the first of its Kind is now 
on ite way to Cherbourg, there to codpérate 
with the submarines and other means of 
coast defense.

LONDON, June 29.—Lady Tennessee Cook, 
better known in America, where she lived, as 
Tennessee Clafin, has just returned from the 
land of her birth, and gives these impressions 
of the morality of America; : 

Before one can criticise the morals of a 
country one must, toa great extent, take into 
consideration the existing state of social con- 
ditions of the country. 

‘* Morality in the United States at the pres- 
ent day is undoubtedly higher than that of 
many European nations, for the influence of 
woman upon society in general is higher 
there than in any other place in the world, 
and where the influence of woman ia felt the 
moral tone of life must be purer. 

Born a slave, woman has raised herself 
by patient determination to the level of man 
—the position to which she has always been 
entitled to, and which is undoubtedly her due. 
When I say this I am not referring to the 
question of woman suffrage, for this, though 
important, is not all. Sooner or later we 
shall have the vote, but at the present mo- 
ment I am thinking of the existing state of 
things in regard to the inequality of sex. 


Epochal Episode. 

“Once, when I and my sister went into 
Delmonico’s for dinner at 6 in the evening, 
the proprietor, Charley Delmonicd, ap- 
proachéd, and said he wae sorry, bat he 
could not serve us as we were not accom- 
panied by aman. For months we had been 
accustomed to go there for luncheon, and 
no question ever had been raised, but this 
evening he insisted. I refused to discuss the 
matter further, and, going to the door, called 
to my coachman to come in and takehis seat 
at the table. I ordered soup for three, and 
he ate his dinner with us. This one vital, 
impromptu act did far more than any argu- 
ment to open the doors of restaurants to 
women unattended, and to prove to the pro- 
prietors the folly of their argument, 

“In those days a woman could not stay 
at an hotel unless she was accompanied by 
a male escort. I have gone from hotel to 
hotel, and eventually had to walk about all 
night, because the hotelkeepers would not 
admit a woman alone into their estsablish- 


ments. 

Their Womanhood Is Protection. 

“Today. in America, every woman is a 
queen, her influence fs felt morally and 
socially all over the empire. She can go 
where she likes unattended, and her woman- 
hoo@ is her protection. What a contrast 
from forty years ago, when if a woman 
were out alone after dusk she might have 


| escaped with, her life, but her reputation 


would have been ſrreparably damaged. 

In American the state of the streets are 
without doubt better than those of London 
and many other cities But this does not 
in itself prove much. 

“Two things alone stand out as prime 
causes for slack morality.. One, the gross 
and culpable ignorance, called innocence 


by some, and the lack of proper means of 
social intercourse among the sexes. 

„Those who say that it is vice which leads 
our young men to ‘sow wild oats’ and our 
young women to the streets, have not yet 
probed the surface of human nature—it is 
often but the result of the cry for sympathy 
and companionship and love. This is the be- 
ginning, vice may follow, and often does. 
Men seeking sympathy find that they have 
fallen among women harpies, and these un- 
fortunate women have not always been bad, 
as some of your prudes would say, their fall 
“has probably been directly caused by the 
existing state of social conditions. It must

He entered the 
conclave a free man. He emerged—the pope 
king of the Catholic world, but a king who 
might not cross the threshold of his palace 
without repudiating the policy of the church 
of Rome. 

Prisoners Forty Years. 

For nearly forty years: the pope has re- 
mained the prisoner of the Vatican, still re- 
fusing to recognize the new kingdom of 
Italy, still wafting the moment whith never

NEW OPERA BY PUCCINI, 


ITALIAN COMPOSER STEALS AWAY 


] TO WRITE “MARIE ANTOINETTE.” 


Buries Himself in Little Village 
Which Is Accessible Only by Au- 
tomobile—Worke Steadily and Hard 
—Mascagni Stays in Rome and Says 
He Has Quit Writing Operas — 


Temper Is So Fractious Managers 


Will Have Nothing to Do with Him.

ROME, June 29.—Giacomo Puccini, the 

composer, has retired to his country place at 
Torre del Lago, on the banks of a picturesque 
little lake, where he is working steadily on 
his new opera, Marie Antoinette.“ Puccini, 
when he has once found a subject, works at 
it with great steadiness, never feverishly, 
but nevertheless covering a great deal of 
ground in a short time. 

He loves quiet and the country when at 
work, which he finds admirably at Torre del 
Lago, as the automobile is the only means 
of arriving at it. He seems to have nature 
and the world for his own, So intense is the 
silence. 


Friends Disturbed His Quiet. 

The only time when his quiet was invaded 
was when he broke his leg in an automobile 
accident four years ago. The news spread 
consternation throughout Italy and many 
admirers, besides eending telegraphic mes- 
sages, undertook pilgrimages to Torre d. 
Lago personally to ascertain how matters 
were. Pucoini had a writing apparatus rig- 
ged up on his bed on which he was busy all 
the time composing “‘ funeral dirges,” he 
called them himself, for those same friends, 
“Save me from my friends,” wae his oon- 
tinual cry. I they let me alone I will 
write wedding marches,” but as he kept on 
with the other kind one can surmise that 
they continued to break his solitude. 


Mascagni Has Quit Writing. 

Mascagni, on the other hand, is in Rome, 
and declares positively that he has given 
up composing operas. His excuse is that 
his operas can only be given at large opera 
houses, as, for instance, La Scala, at Milan, 
and that he always puts ag a “sine qua 
non that he conduct the orchestra himself. 
This, he says, is impossible, as those thea- 
ters have contracts with conductors by 
which the latter cannot be substituted. The 
real truth is found elsewhere. Mascagni is 
a difficult person to get on with, and it is 
whispered that the opera houses will have 
none of him. Meanwhile he is enjoying life 
in the city. He is thinner, but no older and

A purchaser of gold or silver ware made 
in his home town may punish a merchant 
who cheats him, but the process is a 
tedious one and may cost the purchaser 
more than the satisfaction is worth. But 
if he buys a wedding ring or a silver tea 
set by mail and it ie not as marked the 
United States government will attend to 
the prosecution of the guilty vender. 
Mapufacturers for the home market will 
be obliged, in order to preserve their 
trade, to give substantial guarantees that 
their goods are in every way as repre 
sented. A salesman will not offer a 
twelve carat ring as eighteen carat, justi- 
fying himself as the salesman doer who 
sells a twelve ounce bottle as a pint on 
the ground that it is the universal custom 
and that nobody is deceived. 

Some manufacturers have already 
warned their customers against purchas- 
ing goods not stamped. Such goods may 
be in every way as valuable as stamped 
goods, but the probabilities are against 
that theory. If silver is sterling or gold 
eighteen to twenty-two carats fine there 
ig no good reason why it should not be so 
marked. The mark is usually so put on 
as not to deface the goods, and is always 
a source of satisfaction to the purchager. 
If the mark is not there the chances are 
that the maker is afraid the goods would 
not sell if the low grade of the alloy were 
known. Even in cases where the artistic 
treatment of the metal is the chief ele- 
ment in the cost of the manufactured 
article, it is well to be assured of the 
quality of the material as well; The fed- 
era] statute should be reinforced wherever 
necessary by local statutes, and then the 
purchaser, though still cautious, will not 
need to be anxious. 


BETTER IKSULATION NEEDED. 
In a number of recent cases the blow- 
ing out of a fuse on a street car has been 
followed by fire. much to the alarm of the 
passengers. Repeated occurrences of this 
sort make it worth while inquiring 
whether proper precautions are taken by 
the companies for the protection of their 
patrons, The little explosion which comes 
when the fuse blows out usually excites 
alarm on the part of those who have no 
technical knowledge of electricity, always 
a more or less mysterious thing to the 
uninitiated. If the disturbance thus 
caused ig increased by an outburst of fire 
there is often a great deal of anxiety. 
The blowing out of a fuse is not neces-

of much sympathy upon them. 

Some investors are allured by promises 
of large returne which none of the older 
companies will offer. They are aware of 
the risk they are running, but are willing 
to take the chances. Other policy holders 
are of advanced age or for other reasons 
are refused insurance in established com- 
panies, but find the new companies will- 
ing to accept them. Both of these classes 
hope that their policies will be among the 
first to be paid, the company fails. 
They are taking da gambler’s desperate 
chance. The motive may be in itself 
wholly praiseworthy, to leave a compe- 
tency to their families, but their course 
of action is not worthy of reasonable peo- 


sympathy than those who go in with their 
eyes open. These have either been in- 
duced by ‘personal friends in whom they 
have confidence, or have been ensnared by 
the superior cunning of plausible talkers. 
To protect these people from the results of 
their ignorance and the others from the 
results of their unreasonableness the state 
is on the alert. The state examiner has 
cut short the career of the Marquette com- 
pany before great harm was done and as 
goon as he felt sure of his ground. 

There seems to be a defect in the. law, 
in that it is necessary to wait until the 
company foredoomed to failure has run its 
course before the state may interfere. The 
officials of the wrecked Marquette are said 


to have been the officials of five other com- 


panies which successively collapsed. It 
ought to be possible for some authority, 
acting upon the past record of these men, 
to forbid their entering into the insurance 
business again and to refuse to permit any 
company to do business in this state if 
these men were in any way connected with 
it. A pilot who had wrecked five vessels 
in succession, intentionally or through 
gross ignorance, would not expect renewal 
of his Hense. The bad pilot of an insur- 
ance company is no better. 


THE AMERICAN LANGUAGE. 

A writer in the London Nation calls the 
attention of his fellow countrymen to the 
fact that a majority of those who speak 
the Bnglish language live beyond the seas, 
eo that before long the language will come 
to be known as the American language, 
and then he forecasts some of the changes 
which Englishmen will have to accept in 
order to preserve unity of speech. Most 
of his information was gained during a 
visit to thie country and this fact renders 
it all the more extraordinary. 

Of the four characteristics of American 
speech the first one noted is love of fine 
decorative phraseology.” This is partly 
due to the influence of the African 
negroes, who are se numerous here, but 
“Half educated people are always noto- 
tious for the use of long words, and no- 
where,” he genially remarks, “are there 
eo many half educated people as in Amer- 
ica.” This last phrase may have some 
truth in it in the sense that many people 
are half educated here, who, in the old 
world, would not be educated at all, but 
the examples he gives of this decorative 
phraseology are strange. Elevator” for 
tt,“ “ocean” for “ sea,” vessel for 
“ship” are instances. They seem to 
show, however, more education, a finer 
discrimination in the vee af words than 
the critic is aware of. A ship is a vessel 
rigged in a particular way, and the ma- 
jority of vessels are not ships. A eea is 
not the same thing as an ocean. To a man 
from the shore of the North sea the word 
sea is the famfliar term, to one dwelling 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific 
oceans, ocean is more familiar. The Eng- 
lish name of German ocean for the North 
sea is a good example of the misuse of 
the word, but fortunately it is not the 
prevailing usage. The preference for,the 
name elevator is an example of the Amer- 
ican Jove of definiteness. The elevator, as 
a new thing, was given a name which 
was not in common use for anything else. 
The word tt is used eo much in three 
other senses that it did not seem desira- 
ble to limit its scope. Bu 

The second characteristic is the use of 
short, shappy words, based upon “ domi- 
nant considerations of sheer utility.” The 
verbs “hustle,” “bluff,” and “jolly” are 
examples of this and their use is com- 
mended. So also is the picturesque trans- 
fer of words from other callings to politi- 
cal usage, such as “stampede,” “ still 
hunt,“ “spelibinder,” “hot air,” and 
* graft.” 

A third characteristic is the influence of 
European immigration upon the English 
language in America. This is seen in the 
German “ja,” which Jn the form “ yep” 
is said to have displaced “ yes.” in Amer- 
ica, while 80 long has ousted “ 
by.” The words “ twenty,” “thirty,” 
“ forty” have disappeared from the 
ican language, their piace bei 
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As the years go by it is likely that a 
custom which was at first peculiarly asso- 
ciated with New England will spread over 
the continent. The sou states, 
from Virginia to Georgia, have every rea- 
son in point of age and time of settle 
ment to adopt the pleasant custom. The 
eastern states of the central west have 
begun to take notice of the wisdom of the 
parental feeling, and if the week is not 
recognized by action of the commonwealth 
as a whole the “ old home” movement has 
been adopted by many counties acting on 
their own initiative. There are thou- 
sands of sons and daughters of Illinois 
who have gone to the far west and who, 
it may be easily believed, think tenderly 
of the “old home.” 4 

It is hardly to be denied that the asso- 
ciation of many years and generations has 
much to do with the real, underlying sen- 
timental feeling for old home week. In 
the older states the homestead may have 
stood for a century and a half, the family 

have lived in the neighborhood more 
than that period of years.. It means 
something more then than a mere visit to 
the scene of his childhood when the man 
goes back to Virginia or New York or 
Massachusetts and participates in the for- 
mal exercises that may be held. He is 4 
part by birth not merely of the little com- 
munity in which he may have passed his 
early years but of the whole state, with 
its accumulated wealth of history and tra- 
dition, to which his ancestors have con- 
tributed. 

To this extent, therefore, old home week 
in the central west could not have a deep 
and significant meaning. The years are 
too few for a celebration of much histor- 
ical and general interest to the returning 
ones, But the precedent established by 
the older commonwealths is a good one, 
and as time goes by more equal conditions 
will be presented, and what is true of New 
England and the Atlantic states today 
may be true of thé younger common- 
wealths. There is much that is alluring 
in the, expression “old home week.” It 
speaks of early happiness, of youthful 
ambitions, of cherished associations. 


THE KAISER’S AMBITION. 

The German emperor approves of the 
athletic side of American collegiate life. 
He would like to see it introduced in Ger- 
man universities, He thinks it would 
keep the students out of the cafés and the 
restaurants, where they exercise neither 
their bodies nor their minds. The stu- 
dents do not say openly: that they know 
better than the emperor does what is best 
for them, for that would be highly dis- 
respectful; but they passively resist his 
wishes. They decline to run around on a 
ballground and get hot. They see no fun 
in it. They prefer to postpone their ath- 
leties until they have to submit to mili- 
tary drill. They will get then all the ex- 
ercise they want. 

Convinced that the present generation 
of students cannot be made to take a sud- 
den plunge into athletics the emperor has 
a plan for making the next generation 
more responsive to his wishes. The plan 
is to introduce athletics into the grammar 
schools. If boys can be imbued. with a 
fine athletic spirit, it will net depart from 
them when they become young men. So 
if everything shall work as the emperor 
hopes it will, in the course of time the 
German universities will become great 
football and baseball centers. : 

There is a dreadful possibility that the 
grammar school boys may be as intract- 
able as the students. They may not take 
kindly to the new, active games pressed 
upon their attention by a benevolent ruler. 
Boys are conservative. They take natur- 
ally to the games their fathers played. 
An attempt to impart to.German boys the 
passionate love of athletic sports which is 
so much in evidence among American 
youths may be a-sad failure. Germany 
has become a great military, industrial, 
and commercial nation. 
markable industrial progress is partly due 
to the fact that the people do not take 


holidays to go to games and races, but 


stick to their work. The emperor would 
like*to see Germany great in athletics as 
well as in other, fields of endeavor. The 
genius of the German nation may forbid. 
There are some things that not even 
kaiser can do.

Race Problem

‘The race question is a mystery. For the matter of that, life is 
a mystery. Whence we came, whither we are going, we know not. 
The negro—you will understand that I say negro as 1 would say 
Briton, or Egyptian, as a racial designation and not as à nickname 
the negro is thought to be especially imitative, All of us are more or 
less imitative—particularly the ultra smart set of high society—which, 
on the seaboard, imitates the little it knows about the English nobil- 
ity, and, in the interior, whatever it can find out about the smart’ set 
of the seaboard. It is an unfortunate characteristic of imitation to 
take for its examples rather the bad than the good of whatever at- 
tracts its admiration or its envy. Jess like white folks” is some 
times—heard in colored circles of fashion—that is, among the colored 
smart set or the colored four hundred. Now, for my part, I scarcely 
think much more of the colored four hundred than I think of the Cau- 
casian four hundred, who live for vanity and pleasure, and who, if 
they can’t go to heaven in their automobiles, don’t want to go at all!

The lines may be something musty, but they are even truer now 
than when Pope wrote them 200 years ago amid class favoritism and 
caste distinction, uncontested and immovable.

No 
more can you make a musician, or a poet, or a lawyer, or a doctor, out 
of material that was heaven-sent and earth-meant for blacksmithing, 
dray-driving and plowing. 

All of us are creatures of evolution and education. The white 
races seem to have got along faster in the great eternal plan than the 
black races. Why, I cannot tell you. It is a simple fact, obvious to 
all of us, that, just as Europe and America are farther advanced th 
arte and arms than Africa, are the Buropeans and Americans ahead of 
the Africans in the developments of modern culture. As this ought 
not to be the subject of vainglorious exaltation among the whites, it 
should not be considered or felt as either a humiliation or a reproach 
by the blacks. In case it should become so, the future would be dark 
indeed for both races. Bach neede to grow in grace; but it is my be- 
lief that each can and will thus. grow in grace in the south first 
of all and most of all, and within lines plainly fixed by God and nature, 
leading to that ultimate peace that passeth understanding, when the 
lion and the lamb shall lie down in harmony.

coal breakers; languor and backwardness of the little street trader; 
the failing vision of the tenement house worker, and diseases of the 
feet and spine traced to the unnatural exactions of factory labor during 
a period that should be given to study, rest, and play. 

In many industries it offers a maximum danger through accident 
or exposure. Coal mines and breakers, quarries, machine shops, silk. 
cotton, and other textile mills lay bare with startling unfformity one 
fact—that, in proportion to the number employed, accidents to chil- 
dren are from 250 to 300 per cent higher than to adults. 

Heavy burdens laid on the undeveloped shoulders of children 
produce an exhaustion and moral fatigue from which society suffers. 
Thirty per cent of the lodgers in Chicago municipal lodging houses 
began work before they wero 13, while an additional 25 per cent began 
in their fourteenth year. 

* Children beginning in simple industries too early in life are pre- 
vented from the development of efficient wage earning capacity. A 
special report recently issued in Massachusetts shows that children 
who go to work at 12 or 14 yearo have earned less money at 18 than 
those who remained in school rntil 16, and who have been working 
only two years. 

In default of anything that can be dignified by the name ap- 
prenticeship” in modern, industry, the child is kept for years upon 
some simple process, which develops neither mind nor body. When 
he reaches majority time is gone and opportunity is gone. Mental 
atrophy is the price of condemning a child for five or ten years to 
work that calls for the monotonous activity of only two or three 
muscles, and makes no draft upon the brain. 

The unskilled labor growing out of this neglect is a policy of 
wealth suicide. There is no work from the gathering of garbage

graduate training that should come to the young man who, in earnest, 
has opportunity to enter an established business where order and 
system ought to have evolved out of chaos and where the imprint of a 
business method may be visible and worth consideration. 

It must be accepted as a fact that unless opportunity be given 
a young man to grow the young man will not ‘grow. And it requires 
more liberality in an employer to give this opportunity to the young 
man than often is required in the endowment of a hospital, church, 
or school. 

There is the old type of employer especially who holds to the 
belief that only gray hairs may court responsibilities. So far as pos- 
sible this old type retains his personal hold upon his affairs to the end. 
Under such an employer as this the young man beginner can count 
upon only the minimum chances to develop. The employer's lieuten- 
ants will have grown up under the system and will have the least 
power of initiative in themselves. He cen hope for nothing more 
than a cog’s place in a one man machine. 

Not long ago I came into touch with a manufacturing establish- 
ment where the one man power had been exerted for more than a 
generation. The head of the house was living and taking an active 
part in the affairs of the corporation which he controlled. Around 
him were a score of lieutenants who under a more liberal manage- 
ment long ago might have been captains. Instead they were men too 


with the women whose society they seek, and have no idea whatever of 
taking a wife. :

Reasons for Discrimination.

The general misconception of the work of a 
gunpewder or dynamite maker is such that 
comperatively few men seek the trade, Most 
men imagine that an explosive maker is sure 
to go up in smoke sooner or later—usuaily 
sooner. They would walk a mile te avoid a 
‘dynamite factory. Most of the men who get 
into the work are relatives or friends of those 
who have learned the trade before them. 

The outsider “who voluntarily seeks the 
business is rare, yet it is an excellent fleld for 
labor. The vast quantities of explosives 
now used in excavating and railroad building 
are rushing the factories to their utmost, and 
often much difficulty is experienced in get- 
ting men. The Panama canal promises to 
make dynamite making extraordinarily pros- 
perous dufing the next two decades, and if 
the lakes to the gulf canal is dug a still more 
extended field will de opened up. The trade 
of dynamite maker, therefore, is just in its

It lo of more importance that the public 
stenographer should speak and write Eng- 
lish- correctly than that the ordinary stenog- 
rapher should, for she will be thrown, with 
many classes of people and will heve to work 
for all sorts and conditions of men.“ She 
should know enough not only to take the 
dictation’ of an educated person but to turn 
his work over to him neatly written, cor- 
rectly. spelled .and punctuated; she should 
be able to recognize and correct the mistakes 


of. an ignorant dictator, to put into good 


English what he says in bad English, and to 
give him what he pays her for—and what he 
cannot do himself—first class work. 

The best stand for public work is ina large 
hotel, for the hotel stenographer gets the 
work of traveling drummers, whose corre-

‘“Prinking’’ Costly to Employers. 


Three hundred and six million two hundred 
and fifty thousand minutes, or 5,104,166 hours 
and 40 minutes, or 212,678 days 14 hours and 
40 minutes, are wasted annually by the girl 
stenographers of Chicago in putting up their 
back hair. 8 

Reduced to figures this statement looks ap- 
palling, yet the facts and the figures are in- 
disputable. They are based on actual timing, 
and calculated in the mass trom the actual 
number of working wemen stenographers of 
Chicago. 

The cost of putting up the back hair of 
Chicago's girl stenographers is approx- 
imately $71,528.47, the figures being based on 
the dally average waste of time per head 
(per head is‘ good). by the 26,000 female ste- 
nographers of the city, figured on the basis 
of an average earning of $872a year. This 
cost falls directly upon the employer. 

That the average girl stenographer would 
gave thirty-eight minutes a day if she was 
bald (and didn't wear a wig) is shown by 
an -investigation. carried on simultaneously 
in five offices where girls are employed. The 
one who: wasted the least time was a small, 
pretty little girl’ whose beautiful black hair 
was arranged in a low, smooth coiffure. She 
spent exactly eight minutes a day on her 
hair: during office hours in 5 period of seven

was a handsome blonde, with a big, stunning 
pompadogr, who nt an average of 1 hour 
2nd 16 minutes on her hair.

The Byron L. Smith place is like a gem set in the 
middle of pink and white blossomed shrubbery which 
borders it from some approaches, these mysteriously 
concealing acrés of green lawn which reaches from 
some other side, until a turn of the road brings it 
into view. Nurseries of trees of all known decidu- 
ous specimens and gardens with native wild flowers 
from most of the states of the union are carefully 
transplanted and grown here, and the catalogue of 
plants is equal to that of the famous Biltmore. The 
shrubbery clustered at every corner of the approach- 
ing roadways is the especial pleasure of Mrs. Smith, 
who has the hall constantly decked with it while it is 
in season. 

This hall, by the way, is always kept full of flow- 
ers and garlands and for its particular care there is 
one girl versed in floral decorative effects kept busy 
all the time. It is part of the summer habit that its 
Stairways shall be decorated and its great jarlike 
vases and mantel pieces be kept full of bloom.

McCormicks Spend Fortune for Park. 

The McCormicks have put fortunes into the park 
on the summit of which is the house, and one can 
drive miles in and over the ravine which winds through 
it.

It is the new Armour house which will surpass 
even Newport places in combining triple wonders ot 
both house and grounds and farm. Like the famous 
marble house of Newport in size and material, t is 
hidden in vast grounds which are more like an Eng- 
lish park, and so large that the farm itself, with a 
fairly large acreage, is practically off in one corner 
of the estate. 

This house is to have a great marble stairway 
and one of its rooms is to be 200 feet long. It is go 
large in fact that Mra. Armour already declares that 
it is “unlivable.” The plan has gotten so far away 
from her original ideas that she doesn't follow it any 
longer. Their idea in the beginning was for a more 
modest house and it is Mr. Armour who has carried 


it on to this large scale.

Nine Hundred Acre Park for Armours. 

The Armour palace in Lake Forest will be surrounded 
by 900 acres of*the finest land obtainable in the suburb. 
The house will be built on the crest of a sloping 
prairie that extends from the Skokie to the Desplaines 
river. Mr. Armour already has contracted to have the 
grounds of his place put under the care of landscape 
gardeners, and their ideas for beautifying the place 
will be carried out to an extent little dreamed of. when 
the original plans for the home were drawn. Artificial 
lakes will be built and huge dredges are at work now 
excavating and filling in, and as soon as their work is 
done the water will be turned into what are expected to 
be the finest private lakes in the country. 

The Armour palace is to be built entirely of marble, 
and some of the largest quarries in the south now are 
at work turning out the huge blocks and slabs that are 
to be used in the construction of the house. There will 
be five logias, each supported by slender pillars of 
costly marble. One of these logias will lead from Mr. 
Armour’s office on the main floor, one from the main 
hall, two from the southeast section of the building, and 
one from the main dining room. Between these there 
is to be a closed logia that will open out toward the 
terrace, under which the main carriage road is to pass. 

There is to be a music room 100 feet high, having 
for_one of its details a pipe organ. The mam ‘hall itself 


is to be 264100 feet, with a wider space at the back tor 
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the stairway. The stairs are to be of marble and of 
such width that Mrs. Armour, if she desires, can hold a 
reception on them. :

* 
Many Changes Made by Mr. Armour. 

The work on the Armour palace is being rushed with 
all possible speed, and an effort will be made to have 
the main portion of the building completed this summer. 
As the plans were first drawn it was expected to have 
the house done and ready for occupancy some time late 
in the summer, but Mr. Armour made so many and 
such extensive changes that it will be considerably later 
before the family can use the palace. Two small 
railroads have been built inside the grounds and are 
being used this summer in the work of excavating and 
filling in for the foundations of the house and the small 
lakes that are to be a part of the grounds. A small 
army of carpenters, masons, and laborers will be put to 
work as soon as the way is made clear for them, and by 
the time Mr. and Mrs. Armour return from Europe it is 
expected that considerable headway will have been made 
in the carrying out of the plans for the palace. 

The Armour palace, completed, will cost in the 
neighborhood of ‘$2,000,000. A large part of this, of 
course, will go for the grounds and their improvement. 
Mr. Armour has planned to import thousands of plants 
and trees from Europe, and an effort will be made to 
acclimate them to Lake Forest. If this effort fails it 
will have caused the head of the big stockyards packing 
firm to spend several thousand dollars in vain. But 
Jens Jenson, the Armour landscapist, does not believe it 
will fail, and on the strength of his belief the packer is 
willing to stake the cost of the experiment.

Increased Values Make Farmers Rich. 

One of the results of this place, as well as for 
other reasons, is that land has gone up tremendously 
in Lake Forest. Formerly people looked westward, 
both to get land that was comparatively cheap and to 
get room to spread out. The farmers who sold to 
Ogden Armour, .however, held him up unmercifully 
for his tract, and now that the pace has been set, 
there is no more land to be had at a price within 
reach of anybody but millionaires, even over in the 
farm district, where besides the Armours are the 
Meeker and the Swift places, and two or three more

When the A. B. Dick place was bought, ten or 
twelve years ago, land in this vicinity sold for $100 an 
acre. Now it brings $1,500 and even $2,000 an acre. 
Land opposite the Meeker farm is being held at 31,000 
an acre. The lake front was filled up long ago. To 
get anything at all now one has to get out beyond fhe 
Armour farm, and this means more time than business 
men can afford. As it is, many men take the 7 o’clock 
train in the morning, and at this hour every fifteen 
minutes of extra driving counts. 


The farm passion has got hold of the people out 
this way. The Meeker farm is a real dairy enterprise 
to be carried on as a business. How thoroughly it is 
equipped was learned by the publie the other day, when 


twenty-four Guernsey cows and two bulls arrived from 


England, and it leaked out that he paid $31,200 for 
them. The Meeker house, which has been finished 
within the year, is an attractive wide, low English 
country house standing upon a little knoll of the land 
and with its great main hall reaching through the center 
and looking back over a breezy prairie space and bit of 
woodland. 

, The Swift farm, which is one of the show places, 
is so because. of the completeness of the farm itself. 
The Delavan Smith place and the Vernon Booths and 
the Dicks are the show places as far as houses go out 
this way. For the Dick place the architect was given 
carte. blanche to build as he pleased. The house stands 
on the crest of sunny slopes, which, capped by un- 
usually artistic greenhouses, are like fairyland. . 

It is out this way that the gayer set in Lake Forest 
live, and the people here and over on the lake shore 
are as wide apart as the poles. It is a cémmon saying 
among them that they never see each other, as they 
drive in opposite ways from the station. Those who 
go out the Deer pathway care more for the golf and 
polo and tennis which throws them together until Lake 
Forest has got a reputation for cliques that rivals 
Newport. It is the “afternoon” at the clubhouse to 
which the Onwentsia devotees are faithful. Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, and Saturdays the gayest set may be found

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place. Every bedroom in it has a sitting room attached. 
Mr. Ryerson has planned and executed this, and er- 
plains that his experience in visiting has always been 
most unhappy for the reason that one can never get 
away anywhere by himself; he has only a little bed- 
room that he can call his own, in which, naturally, 
there is no place to sit. This is the reason for the 
suite bedrooms, and there are twenty-six of them. The 
grounds are laid out beautifully, and to the great 
spaces back of the porch at least there is a finished 
look.

Nurses, you know, are paid $25 a week for their serv- 
ices, and that feature makes them attractive in the eyes 
of the average interne, who gets nothing but his board 
and experience for his*work. An interne figures that if 
he can marry a nurse her $25 a week will just about 
keep him going until he gets established himself. There 
always is a great demand for nurses professionally, 
whereas people have an aggravating way of getting 
along without the services of young physicians.

Ah, 
yes, to be sure; he was the William Herbert 
who, a third of a century ago, in the heyday 
of the Wallack stock company, was a stage 
comrade of Mrs. Hoey and Mrs. Ponisi, of 
John Gilbert and John Brougham, of Lester 
Wallack himself, and others long dead. Yet 
here was Herbert in the Bowery—not the fa- 
mous dramatic Bowery of the nineteenth
